Delay for Public Sentiment. 


Senator La Follette told his friends that 
he is only trying to hold up the bill until 
public sentiment has an opportunity for 
expression, and if that did not come to 
his assistance soon he would not attempt 
to carry on his tactics of obstruction. 
The Aldrich crowd believe they can wear 
the filibuster out in a comparatively 
short time by means of a continuous ses- 
sion. 

The precedent, however, is on the side 
of the filibusters in the continuous-ses- 
gion contest. That trick has not been 
tried since the great filibuster against 
the repeal of the Sherman silver purchase 
law fifteen years ago this Fall. There 
have been several! alleged filibusters since 
then, but all occurred in a short ses- 
:sion, where the (filibusters only had 
to talk until noon March 4, when Con- 
‘gress expired by constitutional limitation. 

hat limitation will not operate against 
s¢this Congress until next March 4, and no 
filibuster could hope to go that long. 

So it is the plan of Mr. Aldrich and his 
group to keep the Senate in continuous 
session now until Mr. La Follette is forced 
to give up.

The continuous session in the filibuster

special session that year-on Aug. 7, and

On Oct, 11, after the filibuster had been 
“running for a long time, Senator Vocr- 
Jhees of Indiana, who was in charge of 
the bill, undertook to wear out Its op- 
"ponents by keeping the Senate constantly 
n session until a vote was haa. There 
Was a united opposition then, however, 
among about twenty-five of the silver 
‘men, including Democrats, Republicans, 
“and Populists. About 6 o’ciock of that 
evening, when some effort to adjourn 
‘was made, Voorhees made an open an- 

ouncement of his intention. Then the 

-fillbusters got down to real work. 
, W. V. Allen, a Nebraska Populist, had 
‘started a speech in opposition earlier in 
the day, and it was announced that he 
“was prepared to go all night. He re- 
®#umed operations right after Voorhees's 
tannouncement was made, and stuck to his 
task until after 7 o'clock in the morning, 
i*“‘when,’”’ as The Congressional Record 
‘gays, ‘‘after having spoken some four- 
Steen hours,” he ylelded the floor. He had 
sPlenty of helpers, however, and they kept 
the talk going. There were cats for a 
‘quorum at frequent intervals, but as the 
‘session grew longer it became more anc 
"more difficult to get the requisite number 
@f Senators in the Chamber. 

At last, at a quarter of 2 on the morn- 
sing of Oct. 13, the Sergeant at Arms re-

Mr. Gallinger was astonished and puz-

The Clerk was not required to leave the 
Chamber, but was stopped from counting 
quorums. Mr. Fairbanks sustained a 
point by Mr. Gallinger that Clerks were 
entitled to the privilege of the floor only 
when about committee business. Mr. Gal- 
linger attempted to have the Clerk’s 


Pian to Stop the Speech. 


Hour after the hour ths speech went on. 
At 11:30 to-night Mr. La Follette was 
still going, but it was apparent he was 
under a great strain. His words did not 
come anywhere near as easily as they had 
in the afternoon, and he embraced every 
opportunity for even a slight delay. There 
had been twenty-nine rolicalls up to that 
time.

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JURY OUT ALL NIGHT 
IN WHITMORE TRIAL 


Sent Word They Couldn't Agree, 
but Judge Refused to 
Discharge Them. 


SPLIT ON DEGREE OF QUILT 


Majority Belleved to be for Murder In 
Second Degree—One Hanging Out 
for First Degree Verdict. 


The jury in the trial of Theodore S 
Whitmore in Jersey City for the alleged 
murder of his wife in Lampblack Swamp, 
Harrison, N, J., on last Christmas Day, 
sent in word to Justice Swayze at 9:35 
o'clock last night that it could not agree 
on a verdict. Justice Swayze answered 
that he could not accept such a finding, 
and at 9:55 o’clock the jury, which had 
been out since 2:40 in the afternoon, was 
locked up for the night. 

If the jury arrived at a verdict during 
the night it will be reported to the court 
at 9 o'clock this morning, when Justice 
Swayze opens court. 

Earlier developments indicated that 
some of the jury at least had been con- 
sidering verdicts of murder in both the 
first and second degrees. 

The locking up of the jury came after 
an unusual series of events in the court- 
room. Before the Justice delivered his 
charge the prisoner and his counsel were 
confident of a verdict of acquital, The 
Justice’s charge, however, was regarded 
as being strongly against the prisoner, 
and Whitmore began to lose some of his 
nerve. 

Makes a Smiling Protest. 


After the jury had been out more than 
five hours, however, the defendant began 
to recover his courage. When at 
o’clock the jury asked for instructions on 
@ particular point and Justice Swayze had 
them brought into court the prisoner pro- 
tested, because his counsel, Alexander 
Simpson, who had left the Court House, 
was not present, and said that he pre- 
ferred to have Mr. Simpson present rather 
than trust to his assistant.“Justice Swayze 
assured him that he would see that his 
rights did not suffer. The prisoner had 
made his objection to the Justice in a 
composed manner, even smiling as he ad- 


dressed the court. 

When the jury had filed in Justice 
Swayze read the letter they had sent to 
him. os . 

understand, gentlemen, said he, 
“that you wish to know whether you 
can bring in a verdict of murder in this 
case in other than the first degree. 

The prisoner gave a startled look at the 
jury, turned, white, and his head fell for- 
ward on the table. 

“You may,” continued ‘the Justice, 
“bring in a verdict of murder in the sec- 
ond degree if you think that the defend- 
ant kilied his wife without premeditation 
or while not intending to do her serious 
injury.” 

Foreman Jewkes and ten of the jurors 
turned to Juror James Brown. 

“Are you satisfied now?” the foreman 
asked. rown indicated that he was, and 
the jury went back to its room. 


Whitmore Loses His Nerve. 

The prisoner’s demeanor thereafter be- 
came pitiful. He seemed hardly able to 
sit in his chair. All of his bravado ex- 
hibited in the earlier stages of the trial 
disappeared. 

Deputy Sheriff Averson had to partially 
support the prisoner with his arm at one 


time, and his brother, 
went to him. 

“For God's sake take me back to the 
jail; it’s all up,’’ said the prisoner. 

Before his request could be complied 
with Justice Swayze sent for the jury. 
When they were again in the room he 
said: 

‘*Gentlemen, I hope I was not misun- 
derstood in what I said when I told you 
that you could bring in a verdict of mur- 
der in either the first or the second de- 
grees. You may do ,that, but you may 
also acquit the prisoner. I do not wish to 
be misunderstood. The question of the 
defendant's guilt or innocence rests with 
you.”’ 

The jury then went out again and 
Whitmore, at his own urgent request, was 
taken to his cell in the jail next door to 
the old Court House. There he lay down 
on his cot, refusing to see ‘even his 
brother. 

The request of the jury for instructions 
and the appeal of the other jurors to 
Juror Brown was taken to indicate that 
Brown had stood out for a_ verdict of 
murder in the first degree, that he had 
argued that it was either that or acquital, 
and that the others had tried to com- 
rromise on a verdict of murder in the 
second degree. 

Justize Swayze's charge to the jury 
earlier in the afternoon came as a blow 
to Whitmore, and apparently as a sur- 

rise to his lawyer, whose summing up 
fad put the prisoner in high spirits. 


Judge’s Charge to the Jury.

“There is one circumstance that must 
have struck your mind as it did mine,” 
said the Justice in his charge to the jury. 
“That was the finding of the body of 
Lena Whitmore in a nude condition. 

“Is that consistent with an accident or 
sutcide theory? What motive led the 
murderer to thus profane the body of this 
The first motive would be tuo 


make identification difficult or {mpossi- 
ble, and another to take revenge upon 
the body for fancied wrongs done to the 
living. Who was most Interested in mak- 
ing identification impossible, or who 
would be most inspired to seek vengeance 
upon the body of this woman? No one 
except a person so connected that he 
might be suspected of the crime. You 
must consider whether’ these or other 
motives point to or away from this de- 
tendant, 

‘“‘In all cases of circumstantial evidence 
{t is important for the State to prove that 
the defendant had a motive for the crime; 
that preparation was made by the de- 
fendant, and that the defendant made an 
effort at concealment. All these things 
the State has sought to prove. The de- 
fendant's disagreement with his wife, his 
quarrel with her the night before Christ- 
mas, the evidence that he was enam- 
oured of another woman; that he told his 
wife’s paramour to take her; that he 
wanted her no longer—motives such as 
these are powerful In their effect upon 
men's conduct. 


Wife's Bank Book and Jewelry. 


“Then there is the bank account and 
the jewelry of value. What led him to 
lie when he attempted to get the book? 
What led him to retain his wife’s dresses 
and jewelry when he sent the valueless 

roperty of his wife to Mrs. Schmitter? 

Why did he retain them?” 

Justice Swayze recalled the circum- 
stance that Whitmore had arranged to 
have his place on the shuttle train taken 
care of on Christmas night. 

“Did he give ,the true reason for his 
absence?”’ asked the Justice. “If the 
reason given was true then the State 
failed in an important particular. But if 
the reason given was false then it is a 
circumstance against him.” 

Referring to the Lena letters, the Jus- 
tice declared that Whitmore ran a grave 
risk in writing them if he did not know 
where his wife was, since they might 
have fallen into her hands. He finished 
the night of Dec. 26 at his own housy in 
bad company. 

The Justice called attention to the fact 
that the State had urged that he would 
not have dared to do so if his wife had 
been likely to return.

Good Prices Here and In Germany 
Under Brazil States’ Plan. 


Following the news from Hamburfg yes- 
terday of the sale at auction there of 50,- 
000 bags of coffee for the account of the 
Sao Paulo Province of Brazil under the 
“valorization” plan inaugurated over @ 
year ago, Crossman & Sielken, the New 


York participants in the Brazillian Gov- 
ernment’s plan, notified the Coffca Ex- 
change yesterday that they had sol 160,- 
000 bags of ‘“‘ valorization” coffee here. 

The “valorization’’ plan provided for 
the purchase by the Governments of the 
principal Brazilian coffee-growing States 
of all coffee offered at a minimum price. 
A large part of the coffee thus bought 
was warehoused by the Government here 
and abroad, and money obtained with the 
coffee as security, and it is this coffee 
which is now coming into the market. 
The New York firm made the stuternent 
that no further offerings would be made 
by it until there was urgent demand from 
the trade. The firm explained that the 
sales were made at 8% cents, “ New York 
terms,” for shipment ‘as they run. 

The sales in Germany and Hamburg 
totaled (,000 bags, which prings te —_ 
amount of ‘valorization’ coffee 680 
ones and in Europe to 220,000 bags. The 
prices fetched in Germany wer equal to 
about 10.15 cents, which is co! sidered a 
high figure, comparing with 9.77 cents, 
which was to have been the upset price.

sm FIE dispute over the Shakespeare me- 
morial continues in London. A com- 
mittee has been formed to insist upon 
using the large sum of money to be 
collected for the establishment of @ 
national playhouse instead of the erec- 
tion of a sculptured monument at the top of Port- 
land Place. Yet the monument was decided upon 
some time ago, while many of the most intelligent 
actors and dramatists do not believe that a national 
theatre, thus established, would be of.any permanent 
value, It seems that the tribute to Shakespeare's 
fame, in which all the world is interested, ought not 
to be too closely associated with the stage. Shake- 
speare is, first of all, the greatest of English poets. 
The study of his works is a study of the language 
and its literature, of the growth of culture, of his- 
tory, of the social fabric in the renascence, It is 
only in a smaller sense a study of theatricals. The 
great Shakespearean scholars, from Theobald to 
Dowden have not been actors. 
cannot name an actor renowned as a true Shake- 
Spearean scholar. It is not a part of the actor’s 
training to be a philologist, a student of language, 
@ critic, a historian. Lamb's wrath over the Gar- 
rick-Shakespeare effigy in Westminster Abbey is 
well remembered. Yet when did the actors ever have 
@ more devoted and sympathetic friend than Charles 
Lamb? The genius of Shakespeare was a poet's 
genius, and the study of Shakespeare is a literary 
pursuit. It is English literature which is to be glori- 
fied in the great tribute to the poet, the lasting 
memorial. A memorial building—an academy and 
library combined—would be a sensible form for the 
tribute. But, so far as we can learn, the group of 
statuary, terraced, with the green trees and flowers 
ef Regent’s Park as a background, is the form it 
will inevitably take.

Mr. Henry James fs of the opinion, as noted else- 
where this week, that a short story must be either 
an anecdote or a picture.

Nevertheless, this same pub- 
lishing house, although protecting itself thus care- 
fully from the purloiner of other men’s literary prop- 
erty—of which a particularly glaring case was cited 
in these columng last week—is quite as eager as its 
London confrére to discover and introduce to the 
world “a new novelist.”

In 
the study of mathematics he was well grounded, but 
he said himself that he read little, and that impa- 
tiently, in the eight years of his work at engineer- 
ing. He never read Locke until after he had finished 
“ Social Statics,” though there had been for years 
a@ copy on his father’s shelves. He never read any 
of Bacon except the essays. 

The letter containing these statements, and many 
others as amazing, written to Sir Leslie Stephen late 
in life, is one of the most significant of Dr. Duncan's 
gelection from Spencer’s correspondence. It shows, 
as the whole book does, the human side of the philos- 
opher, his weaknesses in contrast with his strength. 
The biography, for this reason and many others, is 
an uncommonly interesting work. It is one, also, that 
will find a host of readers well prepared by this 
time for the story it has to tell. Its chief charm, 
perhaps, lies in its fresh revelation of Spencer's rela- 
tions to his fellow-men, his kindly affection, his 
sensitiveness, his doubts. He was not, after all, the 
self-satisfied man of facts he has seemed to the world, 
The false impression, which the autobiography did 
not correct, is now removed.

under the Constitution, and the permis- 
sion or prohfbition of it in territory 
brought avithin the United Btates.

at meanness ag he sees it, and makes 
harsh judgment impossible by carrying 
courage and generosity to fantastic, but 
not exactly ridiculous, lengths. He and 
Jack prove curiously congenial, because 
Jack has what it is necessary to hope 
are the redeeming virtues in time to be 
developed among the sons of huge wealth 
speedily acquired, and the two go through 
some crazy adventures In New York and 
Maryland. One cannot believe that any- 
thing of the kind ever happened, or could 
happen, but it is very distinctly funny, 
and the happy phrase, the neat epigram, 
or the jest in earnest, invariably arrive 
at the moment when credulity threatens 
to grow tired. 

The ‘climax and triumph of the book, 
the part that makes it much more than 
worth while and worth reading, deals

Their labor leads it into the steamer they 

had chartered, but which Stranleigh had 

bought from its former owners after it 
had sailed on its felonious errand. 

With his title to the ship it is a simple 
matter to change Captains, and he thus 
gets his own ore mined at the expense 
of the thieves. Every few pages Mackeller 
wants to brusque it, and Stranleigh, with 
his drawl, always shows him a better 
way. His steamer load of gold arrives 
in London just as the Bank of England 
is in difficulties owing to a stupid statute 
requiring it to accumulate a reserve of 
$500,000,000, in which it is obstructed by 
Wall Street. There is a panic in the 
“ City,”’ and Stranleigh seeks an interview 
with the Governor of the Bank, who finds 
Stranleigh’s innocence of worldly wiles in 
general, and the ways of financiers in 
particular, too irritating for words. But 
Stranleigh turns over a thousand tons of 
gold “on a special train ’’—as we figure 
it, this would require more cars than 
ever followed any British locomotive, but 
no matter—and saves the Bank of Eng- 
land. There may be hardened story read- 
ers who can absorb this yarn by install- 
ments, but most readers will do better 
not to tackle it until they can read it 
through at a sitting. They will want to, 
for it is easy, pleasant, and, at times, 
thrilling, reading. Withal it carries a 
budget of useful morals—that soft hands 
do ‘not always mean a soft head, that 
something more is necessary to success 
than even strength and honesty com- 
bined, and that wicked men constantly 
go in perils of which they wot little, mak-

It is made by the fic- 
tion writers of the country. 
These painters of the pen 
have sought for their 
scenes and thelr themes 
North and Scuth and East and West, and 
have filled their pages with pictures of 
local color and delineations of local char- 
acter and conditions in city and village 
and country until] there is scarcely a cor- 
ner jJeft anywhere which has not been 
made the scene of some novel it is not 
too much to gay that out of the American 
novels of the last five years could be se- 
lected a group of books which would paint 
the entire country, its scenery, its people, 
its social amd economic conditions, from 
Key W to Nome and from Bangor to 
the Philippines. Even in the short space 
of the last few weeks they have done very 
well at this business, as will be evident 
from the following paragraphs. New Eng- 
land, New York, the West and the South, 
each is made by the novelists to contrib- 
ute something of its own charactes to the 
mighty portrait they are drawing, 


George 8. Wasson begins e picture 
with his stories of the fishermen of the 
New England Coast, “ Home from Sea,” 
(Houghton, Mifflin & Co, $1.50.) The 
stories, of which there are ten, moagt of 
them having had previous magazine pub- 
Iteation, deal with the men of “ Killick 
Cove "—that same nook of the New Eng- 
land coast with which tne readers of Mr. 
Wasson’s former books are familiar. They 
are unique among the American people, 
these deep-sea fishermen, with their salt- 
sea flavor, their reckless courage, and 
their superstition, and Mr. Wasson is do- 
ing a distinct service in preserving s0 
faithfully a type of men rapidly disappear- 
ing, to be found nowhere else in the coun- 
try. Mr, Wasson, who was a painter be- 
fore he was an author, has provided some 
exceptionally good illustrations from pen 
and ink drawings of his own. 

Opening in Canada, then passing over 
into the Adirondack region, “ Kendar 
Kross: a Tale of the North Country,” by 
J. Van der veer Shurta, (Richard G. Bad- 
ger, Boston,) tells a complicated story of 
attempted wrong that rung through two 
generations. Many varied scenes of life 
in the Adirondack region, from the ad- 
ventures of runaway slaves to a race with 
death In the pack of pursuing wolves, 
bring the story, which is written with a 
good deal of vigor and works out a tan- 
gied plot with much imcident, down to 
modern times. Most of the scenes are 
laid in and around a beautiful home in 
the Adirondacks, whose name gives to the 
story its title. 


Life In the open and many exciting epi- 
sodes in the hunting of big game have 
given George Selwyn Kimball the material 
for a galloping story, " The Lackawannas 
at Moosehead,” (The Ball Publishing Com- 
pany, Boston, $1.08.) It tells of the gay

The scene of “ Gift Bearers,” by Henry 
Berman, (The Grafton Press, New York, 
$1.50,) is laid in Philadelphia, although 
there is no effort to portray loca] color. 
It is a psychological novel, of the extrem- 
est type, and is occupied entirely with the 
attitude of its chief character toward cer- 
crises of life. But the class whom 
character typifies is so distinctively 
a part of modern American life that the 
story deserves its in any list of 
books that picture social conditions In the 
United States. The heroine is one of those 
exceptional women, well endowed both 
physically and mentally, cultured and re- 
fined, but already embarked upon spin- 
sterhood, who are familiar figures in 
every large city. The book recounts two 
episodes in the life of a woman past 30, 
wherein she its sought in marriage and 
each time gives her promise, only to send 
the man away after a little because either 
he or her own feeling had fallen below her 
The story, which is written with 
notable cleverness, turns inside out, main- 
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“The Maker of Joys,” in Frank Waller 
Allien’s dainty booklet, (The Greyfriars’ 
Shop, Kansas City,) is the pastor of a 
great church In New York, to whom a 
burlesque actress, ‘without knowing it, 
preaches a sermon of which he happens 
at just that moment to be much in need. 
A Getective story, “In the Dead of 
Night,” by J. T. McIntyre, (The J. B. 
Lippincott Company,) although it is 
brimful of mystery and adventure, yet 
contrives to color its weird happenings 
with much of the seeming of the night 
life of New York City’s streets, Its mys- 
terious and thrilling adventures begin 
with the first chapter, in which the hero 
ig carried off tn a cab by a pretty girl 
under the apparent conviction that he is 
some one elsa Then exciting and bewil- 
dering cvents follow in rapid succession, 
until finally the hero succeeds in unray- 
eling the web. “ Fritzi,” by Agnes Mc- 
Clelland Daulton, (The Century Com- 
pany, $1.50.) is intended primarily for 
young readers, but is written with such 
tenderness and with such knowledge of 
human nature of all ages that it will ap- 
pear to their elders quite as much as to 
te youthful members of the family, 
FPritzi ts a little girl who assists the pro- 


,Prietorof a bird show in a vaudeville thea- 


tre and finds a home with whomsoever will 
take care of her, until finally she ts taken 
into a delightful family who have a pleas- 
ant home on Staten Island. And finally 
the search for her father, fram whom she 
had been lost in a street accident in her 
infancy, is successful. 


Among the pictures of Southern life 
Eleanor Talbot Kinkead has a vividly 
teld love story, “The Courage of Black- 
burn Blair,” (Moffat, Yard & Co., $1.50,) 
which deals with life In Kentucky at the 
time of the Goebel tragedy. The scene is 
laid in the bluegrass region, in and about 
the town of Lexington. There is an in- 
teresting portrayal of the state of public 
feeling before and after the shooting of 
Goy. Goebel, with which and the succeed- 
ing incidents the love story is closely in- 
tert wined. 

Turning toward the West, Margaret Pot- 
ter’s “The Golden Ladder,’”” (Harper & 
Brothers, $1.50,) is an earnest, detailed 
study of life, of which the scene of the 
first half is laid in Chicago, after which 
the movement changes to New York. It 
follows the career of a young man from 
a Wisconsin farm from the time of his 
appearance in a Dearborn Avenue board- 
ing house, step by step, toward financial 
success, until at the end he reaches the 
summit of the Golden Ladder—and has 
nothing else. The story, which is unusu- 
ally long for an American novel, shows 
much familiarity with the ways and do- 
ings of the financial world, dramatic in- 
stinct in the development of plot and the 
handling of situations, and much clever- 
ness in the art of words. But it betrays 
@ lack of knowledge of real men and 
women. Most of the characters are crude 
tm conception and are not made credible 
in development. The author is given also 
to sweeping, cynical generalizations that 
are youthful enough to be amusing. But 
the seriousness of her attitude toward 
the art of fiction and its relation to life 
can very well redeem many faults. A dif- 
ferent sort of Western book is “ Folks 
Back Home,” (The McClure Company, 
$1.50,) a collection of short stories, viva- 
cious and veracious, by Eugene Wood, 
about people in Minuca Centre, Ohio. 
They show a keen appreciation of the 
common sense, and the strong individu- 
ality of the people of the Western country 
town. 


The region of the plains and the life of 
the cowboy and the frontier Sheriff fur- 
nish the material for Clarence Mulford’s 
“The Orphan,” (The Outing Publishing 
Company, $1.50.) Mr. Mulford proved last 
year his thorough knowledge of subjects 
of that sort and his ability to write about 
them with vigor and truth and the grim 
humor they demand in his “*‘ Bar—20." His 
present story is about a young fellow who 
at the beginning is practically an outlaw, 
with every man’s hand against him. The 
fndignant inhabitants of the region de- 
clare that the Orphan ts a mongrel, but 
the author starts in fair by explaining 
that he “ was white, his profanity blue, 
and his anger red.” The story has its 
origin In the fact that the Orphan had 
just “‘ made a mess of two sheepherders,” 
whereupon the Sheriff of the county rode 
forth alone to war. The rest of the tale 
recounts how the outlaw, by degrees and 
by various means and happenings, was 
changed from a killing machine into an 
ordinary The book is as virik

A good story of army iffe in Arizona in 
the days when Geronimo was on the war- 
path is told by John Licyd In “ The Cap- 
tain’s Wife,” (Mitchell Kennerley, $2.50.)

The author evidently 
knows thoroughly the country, the peo- 
ple, and the life of which he writes. The 
glare of the Arizona sunshine and the heat 
of the Arizona desert are in his pages. 
The army men and the life of the post are 
delineated with a lifelikeness that shows 
both knowledge and skill. The pilot, 
though not very intricate, is well con- 
trived, involving & lappe of memory, 
caused by illness, in which the Captain's 
wife forgets her secret marriage and mar 
ries another, while the perils of the time 
and the fights with the savages afford 
plenty of exciting incident. 

A unique literary venture comes from 
Seattle, bearing the title “ Tillicum 
Tales,” with the Seattle Writers’ Club as

The authors are all 
contributoss to the monthly magazines 
and several have published one or more 
books.

The book mart fs full of literature deal- 
ing with the everlasting struggle between 
the sensuous and the ascetic, between 
the flesh and the spirit, between nature 
and the supernatural.

Col. John § Mosby Blames A. 
P. Hill and Heth for De 
ranging Lee’s Plans— 

An Exoneration. 


OL. JOHN 8. MOSBY, @ 
S. A. the famous leader 
of irregular cavalry who 
contributed so largely to 
the unhappiness of the 
Federal authorities at 
Washington during the war between 
the States, North and South, is a man 
whose first-hand knowledge of affairs 
at a critical period entitles him to a re- 
gpectful hearing. His story of bisown 
remarkable operations—of what @ su- 
preme audacity and a perfect knowl 
edge of the country enabled him to do 
With a mere handful of men in the face 
of overwhelming numbers—of the swift 
movements which made his name a ter- 
por to stay-at-home loyal citizens and 
his activities the preoccupation of the 
War Office—of these things he has 
written already. In the present vol- 
ume, “ Stuart’s Cavalry in the Gettys- 
burg Campaign,” (Moffat, Yard & Co.,) 
Col. Mosby undertakes the task of 
clearing the name of his admired com- 
mander, the Chief of Cavalry of the 
Army of Northern Virginia, of certain 
reflections cast Gpon it in the writings 
of some of Gen. Lee’s staff officers— 
notably Gen. Long, his Military Secre- 
tary, and Cols. Marshall and Taylor— 
and in letters of Gen. Heth, who was in 
command of one of Gen. A. PB Hill's 
divisions at Gettysburg, and (with Gen. 
Hill) began the battle. 


These officers have sought to show 
that the failure to defeat Meade in 
Pennsylvania was the result of the un- 
warranted absence of Gen. Stuart and 
Kis cavalry. Col. Mosby, as Gen. 
Stuart’s champion—though perhaps 
fhat gallant officer really needs no 
champion—assembles authorities and 
marshals arguments (which seem fair- 
ly conclusive to the layman) to show— 
first, that Stuart’s absence was due to 
the simple circumstance that he was 
earrying out Lee’s orders elsewhere, 
and, second, that the engagement 
planned by Gen, Lee to take place at 
Cashtown Pass, “a point of concentra- 
tion which nature had iuade impreg- 

* was shifted to the field of Get- 
tysburg, eight miles away, by the ad- 
venturous precipitancy of Hill and 
Heth. 

“Heth,” Col. Mosby writes, “says he 
stumbled into the fight; he ought to 
have said he blundered into it. Be 
says that had the cavairy been in posi- 
tion, Gen. Lee would have known of 
Reynoids’s approach to Gettysburg and 
would have occupied the place and 
made it impregnable. But the absence 
of cavalry (if they had no cavalry) was 
no reason for Heth’s going there on a 
rafd; It might have been a good reason 
for his staying 2 camp. This state- 
ment assumes that Gettysburg was 
Lee’s objective; i was not. Leo was 
as willing for Meade to be at Gettys- 
burg as anywhere else; he had no idea 
of going there before he heard the fir~ 
ing; he went te the rescue of A. P. Hill 
and Heth.” : 

Mosby this “raid” 
te Gettysburg, which it has been sofne- 
times said was undertaken in order to

/camé suddenly im official language “a 
reconnaissance - in force” when the 
“raiders” found themselves fnvoived 
with superior forces and badly cut up. 
They “felt the enemy,” and he was 
there. 
the blame upon Stuart by the very 
men whom he considers the real cul- 
prits. He shows plainly enough why 
Stuart was absent fn person on the 
first day of the battle—produces the 
orders under which. his chief was act- 
ing—and he further seeks to show that 
since Stuart was keeping a large por- 
tion of the enemy’s cavalry busy else~ 
where, there was really no lack of cav- 
alry with Leée’s army. He quotes 
Pleasanton, the Federal cavalry Gen- 
eral, as writing from Gettysburg on 
June 29 to Gen. Buford, “the road is 
terribly infested with prowling cavalry 
parties,” while Buford in a letter to 
Pleasanton the next day repeats almost 
the same phrase. “The read te Cash- 
town,” he writes, “is terribly infested 
with roving cavalry detachments.” The 
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any dearth of horse in the front. There- 
fora “no one can show that the ab- 
sence af @ part of the cavairy with 
Stuart had anything to do either with 
bringing onor losing the battle.” The 
cavalry, to be sure, was scouting with 
Cashtown as the point d’appul, mot 
Gettysburg; but that was in accordance 
with the general plan. 

In order to reach his conclusions Col 
Mosby has to call attention to certain 
points in which Gen. Lee's two reports 
of the battle, one earlier and one later, 
do not agree. He assumes, with what 
warrant the reader may estimate for 
himself, that Lee signed without read- 
ing one of these reports, which embod- 
jes (and therefore tends to confirm) 
the statements made in the réports af 
Gens. Hill and Heth as to the nature of 
their operations. 

The truth probably is that Gen. Lee, 
as usual, (when it was too late to mend 
matters,) shouldered the mistakes of 
hfs subordinates. The rashness of Hil 
or Heth, (or both) which drew on the 
fighting from Cashtown to Gettysburg 
had done its work, and the not unnat- 
ural disposition of these officers to ex- 
plain the failure which resulted from 
that rashness by the absence of the 
cavalry, which was with Stuart, did 
not really reflect on Stuart, who, as 
Col. Mosby shows, was following out 
orders transmitted to him by Gen. Leg 
himself through Gen. Longstreet. Col. 
Mosby is, of course, a partisan; he had 
newspaper controversies with Heth over 
the same matter, but his account is in- 
teresting, {t brings out neglected as- 
pects of the famous battle which 
marked the turning point of the war, 
and ft seems to put one fact at least 
beyon® reasonable doubt—viz., that the 
piace selected by Gen. Lee as the point 
of concentration for his army was 
Cashtown; that Gettysburg, so far as 
the commanding was con- 
cerned, was an accident. This point, 
like the rest of Col. “Mosby’s conten- 
tions, is fortified by quotations from 
many reports of both armies, and cor- 
roborated by private letters from off* 
cers still living or very recently dead 

In so far as the book is a narrative of 
the military movements of the war, the 
period covered by it is that which ex- 
tends from the battle of Chancellorsville 
at the point where Stuart took the place 
of the fallen Jackson, to the retreat 
from Gettysburg. This narrative, how- 
ever, is neither complete nor consecu 
tive.

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ANALYZING THE NOVEL. 


™= S there a theory of the art 

of novel writing? In 

view of the quality of 

most novels, taking them 

as they come in multi- 

tudes from the presses, we might 

be justified in asking & novel 

writing is an art. Yet we get many 

books from time to time on the tech- 

nique of the novel, and we have always 

Fiaubert’s famous preface as a guide if 

we desire to take up the study. Mr. 

Henry James’s new prefaces to his old 

stories are critical literature of the 

game kind. In analyzing anew his own 

novels he is clearly searching for a 

theory of the art of novel writing in 

their pages and in his ample if whim- 
sical mind. 

He dwells tn the introduction to 
“The Awkward Age” (Volume IX. of 
the New York edition, Scribner) on the 
origin of the germ sunk in the “ 
siderable mass” of that composition. 
He permits himself to marvel on “ the 
quite incalculable tendency of a mere 
grain of subject, matter to expand and

kind,” He reflects, with comfort, that 
in “The Chaperon,” on the whole, the 
picture ingeniously prevails. 

Clearly Mr. James is too personal, 
too involved, generally too delightfully 
vague, in formulating his theory of fic- 
tion, to be of use to any but the most 
advanced student of the art, if there is 
such an art, and it has students. The 
virus of Jamesism must be communi- 


cated to ono before he can begin to 
comprebend the manner in which the 
virus of suggestion, accidentally com- 
municated to Mr. James, develops into 
the artistic entity of a novel or a short 
story. We must alli admit that Mr. 
James's stories are artistic, but few of 
us will ever find leisure really to study 
their construction. 

There is much matter mere to our 
immediate purpose in the latest prac- 
tical attempt to reduce novel writing 
to a theory—namely, “ The Technique 
of the Novel: The Elements of the Art, 
Their Evolution and Present Use,” 
(Harper & Brothers,) by Charles FP. 
Horne of the Faculty of the City Col- 
lege. Mr. Horne’s aim is, frankly, “ to 
make clear the principles that underlie 
the most popular form of literature, the 
novel.” The inference ts that princi- 
ples really underlie the form, and that 
one may find them. by searching, in 
“ Peveril of the Peak,” “ David Cop- 
perfield,” “Whe Scarlet Letter,” and 
“The Rise of Silas Lapham,” not to 
mention “Tristram Shandy,” “ Gryll 
Grange,” “ Margaret,” and “ Peter Ib- 
betson,” which are also novels. Daniel 
Greenleaf Thompson and Prof. Walter 
Raleigh have written books to the 
same purpose as Mr. Horne’s, but his 
idea is that a “completed textbook” 
on the subject is required in collegiate 
study nowadays, aad he has attempted 
to produce one, which, to be sure, is 
only another of the interminable list of 
books about books. 

Mr. Horne is very thorough in hie 
discussion of the subject. Im his first 
part, dealing with the origin of the 
novel, he has chapters on “ The Begin- 
pings of Story Building,” “The Ele- 
ments of the Novel,” “The Egyptian 
Tales,” “The Greek Romances,” “ The 
Mediaeval Conglomerates,” and the 
“ Modern Novel.” The second part of 
the book treats of “ The Development 
of the Modern Novel,” with considera- 
tion of the plot, motive, character, emo- 
tion, background and style, and there 
is a concluding essay on the novels of 
incident, artifice, ordinary life, and 
“the inevitable.” In chapter on 
the “ Elements of the Novel,” he tabu- 
lates these elements as plot, motive or 
verisimilitude, character portrayal, 
emotional excitement, background and 
style, remarking that these six essen- 
tials differ not very widely from Aris- 
totle’s six of tragedy—fable, 
manners, diction, sentiments, stage dec- 
orations, and music, “Style corre- 
sponds to both diction and music. For

LITERARY LONDON’S 
CURRENT GOSSIP 


Two Tramp Books Interest the 
Metropolis—The Herbert 
Spencer Biography Is 
Also Important. 


EAONDON, May 22.—Two 
rather remarkable books 
have lately been written 
about tramps. One is 
Mr. J. H. M. Abbott's 
“Letters from Queer 

Street,” a work of fiction. The other 
is the life history of that extraordinary 
literary figure, Mr. W. H. Davies, and 
is obviously a work of fact. This lat- 
ter is called “The Autoblography of a 
Super-Tramp,” a title very probably 
suggested by Bernard Shaw, who has 
written an introduction to the book. 

Mr. Davies's history is a most ex- 
traordinary one, and in the book for 
which Bernard Shaw has stopd spon- 
sor Mr. Davies recounts it with much 
frankness of detail. Mr. Davies is 35 
years old, and ranks at the present 
time among the minor poets who mat- 
ter. He is also distinguished by being 
the only poet whose posseasion of a 
wooden leg is a fact constantly thrust 
upon the public notice. The promi- 
nence given by Mr. Davies and his ad- 
mirers to this misfortune is not, as it 
might be in the case of another man, 
an indication of bad taste, but is_.mere- 
ly a manifestation of that very appeal- 
ing frankness which has made the 
poet’s autobiography so fascinating a 
volume. 

Mr. Davies commencés by telling us 
about his youth, spent bumbly but 
comfortably in an English provincial 
town, and about how, when still a lad, 


on embarking he met a man who had 
already visited the United States and 
who gave young Davies an enthusiastic 
description of America’s beauties and 
grandeurs. Se impressed was tho 
young man that the same evening he at 
once went to the steerage cabin and 
wrote a full description of the country, 
telling of his arrival] in America and of 
the difference between the New and 
the Old World. This letter he gave to

She adds, in her favorite author’s quaint 
sixteenth century French, a characteristic 
sentence which may approximately be 
rendered: “ Should no one read me, is it 
time lost to havo occupied myself for 
80 many leisure hours with reflections so 
useful and agreeable?” And there is 
more than a formal and superficial an- 
slogy between Miss Norton's work and 
that of the marvelous Frenchman. Like 
him she has lived much in her library, 
and knows its inmates with the nice 
knowledge and penetrating Insight which 
intimate, constant, and long intercourse 
alone can give. One might infer, infeed, 


that Montaigne had been to her as 


exclusively as to him the main object of 
study, so thoroughly does she seem to 
understand him, and with such loving 
minuteness does she trace the wandering 
threads of his influence in other writers, 
of his own time and later, French and 
English, 

One can almost imagine a quiet library 
in Cambridge, as full and well chosen as 
that of “Old Michel Eyquem,” in which 
the “ heures oysives” of the patient and 
eager lady havo beem spent for many 
yeara_in delighted research, comparison, 
refléction, compilation, and comment. 
“Campilation” and “editing” are the 


terms tn which she describes the frult of | 


her labor and her pastime, But it is more 
than that. Miss Norton, both dirgctly and 
incidentally, throws helpful light on many 
points in Montaigne’s kaleidoscopic writ- 
ings, and i is to be hoped that before 
she finishes with him she may give us a 
sustained and balanced estimate of the 
man, Such a work from the pen of a gift- 
ed woman, experienced in study and crit- 
icism, of ripe judgment and independent 
mind, might well be a unique contribu- 
tion to the world’s knowledge of the com- 
plex, subtle, varied of bectthe’'s 
talgne, Lt would not er a 
Pleasant task. On no other et is 
Montaigne’s candor more terrible than on 
that of the positiom and function of wo- 
men; on none are the results of his can- 
dor more conflicting.

R. CONANT’S books were so fully 

noticed at the time of thelr first | 
appearance that it is now only nec- 

essary briefly to record the new editions. 
Mr, Conant’s books are as well qualified 
for rereading as for reprinting, and yet 
they are not of 4 class of which it can be 
gaid frequently that an edition is exhaust- 
ed in half a year. This is the explana- 
tion of the reappearance of these vol- 
umes, and it attests the unusual interest 
felt just now in a topic which appeals 
rather to the few than the many. Hach 
of the books has something fresh to jus- 
tify the new edition. The “‘ Modern Banks 
of Issue” has an exhaustive chapter trac- 
ing eventa from the crisis of 1893 through 
that of 1907-8 It is the earliest and full- ! 
est systematic and philosophic account of | 
those historic incidents. The new edition 
of the “Principles of Banking’’ is the sec- 
ond part of the “ Principles of Money and 
3anking,” revised and published as a sep- 
arate volume.

Already favorably known to students @f 
military matters by his books on “ Na» 
poleon Bonaparte’s First Campaign” and 
“The Campaign of Marengo,” Capt. Her- 
bert HL. Sargent of the Second Cavalry hag 
turned his attention to “The Campaign 
of Santiago de Cuba,” (A. & McClurg & 
Ca., Chicago, $2.50,) and Im three neat vol- 
umes gives a history and discussion of 
our part In the Cuban war that will be 
of quite as much interest tothe layman as 
to the military specialist. Beginning with 
@ brief résumé of the ten years’ war in 
Cuba, followed by @ more detailed ac 
count of the insurrection preceding the 
blowing wp of the Maine, the author en 
ters with that event upon his fntimates 
survey of the campaign.

A charming drawing by Alma-Tadema 
of Miss Terry as Imogen igreproduced in 
McClure's, while color prints of the two 
portraits by Gilbert Stuart recently pre- 
sented to the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art furnish two very brillfant pages. 

In The Atlantfe not the least readable 
contribution is an essay by Miss Agnes

These prefaces were 
originally préfixed to the 60 volumes, (li 
numbers,) comprising the first issue, the 
Price of which was £7 10s, Under the Tifle 
ef “ Prefaces Biographical and Critical 
to the Works of the Most Eminent British 
Poets,” the first four yolumes of Dr. 
Johnson’s work appeared in 1770, and six 
more vokimes in 1781. We do not find 
Book Prices Current a sale of the 1779 
issue, but we do find sales of the I781 is- 
sue, which, howeven is gtyen as four, mat 
six, volumes, At one sale in London it 
fetched £2 10s., and another set in boards,

A copy of Bell's British Theatre, twenty 
volumes, 12mo, 1776-78, fetched only $4 
at the sale of Actor William J, Le 
Moyne's library in this city.

The Gentleman's Magazine, 
1731, by Edward Cave, and h 
having Dr, Samuel Johnson, the famous 
lexicographer, as one of its early con- 
tributors, is an interesting publication, 
often quoted as an authority, but ft does 
not command high prices at auction. A 
set of seventy volumes, 1731-94, the num- 
bers not consecutive, and some imperfect, 
fetched only $7 at one sale. At another 
sale 109 volumes sold for $25.80. At a 
third szle 221 volumes, 1731-1868, a@ set 
lacking the numbers for 1760 and from 
January to June, 1820, brought $110.50. 

We find recorded two gales of The 
Hibernia Magazine, published in Dublin. 
In each case fhe number of volumes was 
three and the date 1810-11, At one of the 
sales the pries fetched was $3.30 and at 
the other $4.50. The numbers issued dur- 
ing the American Revolution have more 
value on account of the pictures they 
contain of promient Americans of those 
times.

It was published in 
1687, and was intended as a retort to the 
well-known poem by John Dryden, “ The 
Hind and the Panther.” It was Prior's 
first literary essay. _Some verses by 
Montagu, on the death of Charles IL, 
bad been published in 1684-85. Shortly 
after the coronation of William II¥. the 
Earl of Dorset is sald to have introduced 
Montagu fo the King with the remark 
that he had brought a Mouse to have 
the honor of kissing his hand. It is 
thought, however, that Prior had much 
to do with the rétort to Dryden. Prior 
was given to ‘writing poems about. cats 
and thice. .Thus one poem of his is dedi+ 
cated “'To My Lord Buckhurst, Very 
Young, Playing with a Cat.“ Another 
poem ts entitled “Erle Robert's Mice.” A 
third poem is called “The Mice,” and a 
fourth is called “The Widow and Her 
Cat.” 

The title of the “St. Leon” poem ts 
“The Knight's Toast,” and Walter Scott 
wrote {ft It has ten stanzas. The sev- 
enth stanza fs as follows:

A Numberof Important Art Works 
Promised for the Summer 
end Fall Season— 
New Novels. 


HREE books are published 
this week by G. P. Put- 
nam's Sons. Among these 
is the second volume of the 
Cambridge “History of 
English Literature,” the 
first volume of which was 

published in the earlier part of the sea- 
son. The work is edited by A. W. Ward, 
Litt, D., Master of Peterhouse, and A. R.

A FATHER OF BRITISH 
LANDSCAPE.

HE claim of Richard Wilson to the 
title of “Father of British Land- 
scape,” as opposed to the claim of 

Gainsborough is here ably argued, and, 
it would seem, well established. That 
Turner studied his work and learned from 
him ig perhaps more vitally interesting to 
the art-loving public of to-day. Wilson 
in his life was little valued by the general 
public, and in spite of the juster appre- 
ciation gtVén by the long perspective of 
years, is hardly now to be reckoned a 
popular painter; judged by the standard 
of the auction rooms, he keeps very near- 
ly the same relative position among his 
contemporaries that he occupled during 
his lifetime. Mr. Fletcher has been dili- 
gent in garnering whatever may be found 
relating to Wilson's life and art. It was 
a hard life, made doubly so by the tem- 

srament to which his unsuccess was 
largely due. “ Poor Wilson!” said Con- 
stable; “think of his fate; think of his 
magnificence!’ Yet through all his years 
he did the thing he supremely desired to 
do, and he did it in his own way. His 
success was special rather than general, 
but it was his own. “ In the peculiar qual- 
ity of his light and air, however, as in his 
rendering of distances, he cannot be said 
to be a pupil of anybody, but he appears 
as his own master always,” says his biog- 
rapher with sound appreciation. During 
his life, as since his death, his art was 
most valued by his fellow-artists, and 
even from his rivals he wrung an _ unwill- 
ing acknowledgment of his ability. Rus- 
kin set the seal of his approval on Wilson 
as the discoverer or founder of “ sincere 
landscape art.” To the student of to-day 
the artificiality in his painting is at least 
as apparent as the sincerity, and the 
though of “‘ennobling"”’ the face of Na- 
ture with a ruined temple or two and a few 
incidental gods and goddesses does not 
make its appeal as the hallmark of sin- 
cerity. At the time he abandoned portrait 
for lanscape painting, however, his critics 
had to go far afield for art that equalled 
his. With the exception of Gainsborongh, 
Ingland at that time had none so good 
as he, and his work was oftene >om- 
pared with that of Claude, t ins, 
and Rosa. To those interested either in 
his work or in the larger question of the 
development of landscape art the book 
can be recommended Whether agreeing 
with the author’s estimate of the artist's 
importance or not, the facts presented and 
the opinions of other writers freely drawn 
upon give value and interest to the biog- 
raphy.
